Tlie taxes thus levied upon the 
people, though indirect in their form, are neverthe- 
less substantial and burdensome exactions upon their 
industry and resources, and when so framed as to 
bear with greater severity on one portion of the 
community than another, no more entitled to favor 
and prelection, furnish good ground for 
remon- 


strance and complaint; and although ihe adjusiment 
of these taxes be not within the sphere ot your leg- 
islative duties, the important bearing they have up- 
on the interests of those whom you represent, wi.l 
commend Ihe subject to your serious consideration. 
At the lasl revision of our tariff laws, the-time 
seemed peculiarly propitious for an amicable and
